DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Pighin 
("Synthesizing Realistic Facial Expressions from Photographs") teaches a similar 
method for rendering a single frame of a synthesized image comprising generating a 
geometric component corresponding to a selected image for the frame based on 
identified feature points from a set of representative images (p. 2 Section 2, p. 3 
Sections 2.1-2.2 Figs. 1-2, p. 5 Section 3.4). However no prior art references anticipate 
or suggest the limitations of "...wherein the composite of the set of representative 
images is based on the corresponding desired geometric component for each 
subregion, and the selected image includes a synthesized subregion for each 
subregion based on the composite by projecting the desired geometric 
component into the convex hull of the corresponding reference image geometric 
components to obtain a set of coefficients, where a coefficient is associated with 
a representative image, and wherein a texture of the subregion is based on 
combining the corresponding texture of the corresponding representative image 
as a function of each of the associated coefficients..." in combination with other 
claim limitations of claims 1 , 25 and 35.
